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AID TO THOROUGHBRED 
STALLIONS 


A policy initiated in 1911 by 
the Department of Agriculture 
with reference to the granting 
of aid, under certain conditions 
to the owners of thoroughbred 


stallions, is generally meeting 
with approval and is. accom 
lishing, in part at least, the 
objects sought when the policy 
was undertaken. Amongst 
other things, owing to the ri- 
' gid conditions imposed, it _ is 
encouraging those maintaining 
highclass horses and is eerving 
to organize the system of - 
ing followed in. different com- 
munities where thoroughbred 
stallions are located. The 
stimulus given, in this manner, 
to the use of thoroughbred 
blood will, it is believed, lead 
to an improvement in the light 
horse stock of the country. 
Thoroughbred stallions, if  re- 
ally ;good individuals, may 
be expected to exert such an 
influence, in the development of 
Canadian horses for saddle and 
harness use, as is greatly need- 
ed and greatly to_ be desired. 
The premium placed upon qua- 
lity, soundness and prepotency, 
through the grants awarded by 
the Department is servin to 
check the use of unsuitable sires 
and is tending Me conserve a 
type of thorough the real 
ty of which is yond qi agati ms 


hile, as perhap® sh 
or vis not ' on 


of the Dep iter to encourage 
the bresting of thoroughbred 
horses to develop a type in 
light horses approximating 
closely to that of the thorough- 
bred, there is no question but 
that. a strong infusion of tho- 
roughbred blood in_ the light 
le; mares of the country 
will be af inestimable value in 
improving the quality of — the 
stock got from them _ by stal- 
lions of the various light har- 
ness breeds. 

Believing himself to be 
tified, therefore, in further pro- 
secuting the policy begun last 
year, the Honourable Martin 
Burrell, Minister of Agriculture, 
has authorized the continuance 
of the grant, to be available 
for all thoroughbred stallions, 
standing for public service dur- 
ing the season of 1912. 

‘he conditions under which 
assistance will be given are us 
follows:- 

(1). All horses on account 
of which aid is given by the 
Department must be registered 
in the Thoroughb Stud 
Book of the Canadian National 
Live Stock Records. 

(2). Horses shall be of yood 
size, quality and conformation, 
and shall be free from all here- 
ditary unsoundness; these con- 
ditions to be ensured by sub- 
mission annually to a thorough 
careful examination either = at 
the hands of the Veterinary Di- 
rector General or such other 
members of the Veterinary staff 
of the Department, or otber 
versons as the Minister yay 
rom time to time appoint for 
this purpose 

(3). Herise so approved = olf 
shall be duly and properly ad 
Vertised to stand for service 
mares, under the ordinary and 
general conditions usual in the 
districts in which they are to 
be kept, at an annual service 
fee (except an the case of tho 
roughbred mares) of not more 
than $10.00 to insure, such ser 
vice fee to become due and pay 
able only when mares prove 
to be in foal. 

Any person, firm or 
poration owning or controlling 
any thoroughbred stalliom to 
which all the conditions agbove 
set forth shall have been duly 
and properly fulfilled, shall, on 
production of satisfactory evi 
dence thereof and of the fact 
that a reasonable number of 
mures, Other than therouy; shied 
mares, have been served QGuriny 
the season, be entitled to re 
ceive at the close of each such 
season the sum of $2508 from 
the funds of the Live BStowk 
Braneh, If, in the evant of a

the season, an approved _—_sub- 
stitute.ia immediately placed in 
the same district, the Minister 
may, after due consideration of 
the circumstances, authorize the 
payment of the subsidy above 
mentioned.

KNOWLEDGE IS WEALTH 


At the meeting of the Tech- 
nical School in Montreal, the 
Rev. Dr. Barclay remarked that 
such a large audience could not 
have been gathered together 
four years ago to take an —in- 
terest in national affairs. It 
is certain that interest in edu- 
cation, is on the increase, and 
in the best direction. We have 
always had political school 
questions, like the present one 
of Keewatin, stirring up whole 
sections of the people, but un- 
fortunately, too many of those 
thus sectionally aroused have 
cared little for education, and 
been blind to the remediable de- 
fects of the schools at their own 
doors. There is now, however, 
a sounder and more promising 
kind of interest throughout the 
Dominion in every form of edu- 
cation, from the primary to 
that of the tethnical ‘schools 
and the universities. In the 
cities and towns which are cen- 
tres of manufacturing, the de- 
mand for scientific training is 
becoming more general, and as 
a consequence there is more in- 
terest in this training. The 
manufacturers of Canada, — in- 
deed, are much more alive to 
the need of scientific aid than 
they were fifteen years ago. | 
The services of the chemist, for 
instance, in the iron and other 
industries are much more in re- 
quest; and it is within the same 
period, also, that many of the 
yvreat lumber and pulp firms of 
the country have realized that 
the forest engineer is an im- 


mediate economic helper as well | 


as a conserver of forest wealth 
for future generations.

Within the past year or two the Vic- 
toria sealing fleot, which once numbered 
between sixty and seventy vessels, has 
dwindled to a few. This year but five 
schooners were gent. to sea in the Pa- 
cific, while six schooners were despatch- 
ed from Halifax, in most of which Vic- 
torians were interested, to hunt in new- 
found hunting grounds in the Indian 
Ocean adjacent to the Crozet and 
Marion groups. The Japanese fleet has 
grown, however, until forty schooners 
went this year from Yokohama, Hako- 
date, and Nigata. The Japanese seal- 
ere are not amenable to ‘the sealing 
regulations provided under the Paris 
Tribunal arranged between America and 
Great Britain in 1894. Under this 
treaty a closed season is made, and 
areas and methods of hunting are res- 
tricted, but only the consideration of 
remaining outside the three-mile limit, 
as provided by international law, is to 
be considered by the Japanese sealers. 
Often, as shown Wy the raid of the Miye 
Maru and Boso Maru on,the’ Seapandi 
rookery in 1906, when twelve Japanese 
were killed by the guards, rong do not 
remain outside the three-mile limit. 
The terms sought by Canada in ‘the 
treaty now under negotiation include 
payment of an indemnity to the owners 
of sealing schooners and granting to 
Canada of a share in oe reige atc 
the rookeries.

Williams, sent by the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company to value the schooners, 
placed it at less, reducing the Canadian 
Government’s valuation of $121.54 per 
ton to $80 per ton. In 1891 the fleet of 
forty-nine schooners was again valuat- 
ed, the Canadian Government's figures 
being $425,150, while the United States 
consul’s report said $208,200. In his 
report then he said: ‘‘Seven schooners 
are very old; two are old, and thirty- 
three have seen over six years of ser- 
vice.’’ 

An investment of $15,000 at the out 
side figure is required to establish a 
pelagic sealing business with one vessel; 
often considerably less is used. To 
build a vessel] would cost not more than 
$10,000; the purchase of a sealing outfit, 
with boats, guns, spears, and other im- 
pedimenta, requires an outlay of about 
$3,000; a further expenditure of $1,000 
is needed for the purchase of food sup- 
plies to outfit the vessel for a season, 
$500 for advance in wages to the crew, 
and, say, $500 for insuranee. An out 
side figure of the investment involved 
would be $15,000. 

The operations of pelagic sealers are 
now chiefly directed to the North Pa 
cific Ocean, but there are herds also in 
the South Pacifie and Indian Oceans, 
and off Argeotina. The princi al rook- 
eries are those on the Pribiloff Islands, 
Commauderofski Islands, Robben Bank 
and St. Jonas Island in the Okhotsk 
Sea, and Lobos Islands off Atgentina. 
There are smaller rookeries on the Mar 
ion, Crozet, aod Kerguelen Islands. The

Hon. A. J. MacLean, provin- 
Cia] secretary in the Alberta 
government, has retumed to 
Edmonton from a trip through 


Eastern Canada and the East- ! 


em States, taken with a view 
of invegtigating methods of 
prison man ent. 

A fortnight ago Hon. Mr. 
McLean was conducted through 
the Central Prison, Toronto by 
Warden Gilmour. 

“T have seen nowhere in the 
States a‘ jail or prison that 
Comes up to the standard of the 


Central Prison in Toronto,” 
said Mr. McLean. 
“Even the noted prison at 


Charlestown I found to be away 
behind the times as compared 
with the Central prison here. 
Warden Gilmour has been = do- 
ing a t work and deserves 

e hi t praise. Especially 
to his credit is the success of 
the prison farm at Guelph.” 

The prisons of the east, Mr. 
McLean found on the whole to 
be behind hand in reformatory 
methods and to be still clinging 
to the idea of puntive a 
ment. 

“T wish especially to gain 
some knowledge of the workiny 
of a dormitory system, which 
we ure introducing into the new 
Alberta peo asiel jail at’ Leth- 


We are building, in addition 
to the cells, dormitories, which 
will be occupied by from ten to 
twelve men serving short — sen 
tences, and far from beiny of 
a criminal or jail-bird type.

cooking by Mrs. Major Mo 
Pherson, delivered by Mrs, Mor- 
rison at the Bentley Boy Scout 
headquarters on Thutsday ev- 
ening, Match 21, which will oer- 
tainly’ be of practical value to 
all scouts. 

“We thank you for the favor 
of an invitation to speak to 
you on cooking, and we are 
presuming that it is out or 
camp cooking that you want 
some points upon. 

Well first we-will make the 
coffee. I would suggest that 
before your camping tour you 
have a number of small sacks, 
made of cheese cloth, each to 
hold about half a cup of 
ground coffee. Fill these and 
tie securely. When the water 
is boiling, be sure not to have it 
scorched, drop in one or two 
of these small sacks. Two 
should make a gallon of good 
coffee. You should take a can 
of condensed milk because there 
may not be any cows feeding 
near the camp. Carry also 
sugar and spoons. 

Your bread should be well 
wrapped in good wrapping pa- 
per, of | which you should take 
plenty. If convenient take al- 
ong © small board about ten 
or twelve inches on which to 
cut your bread, meat, cheese or 
anything of that sort. Af- 
ter a meal, any cut bread left, 
pack the slices neatly together 
on the cut end of the loaf; - then 
wrap closely in the paper and 
tie so that it may le kept 
moist and fresh. 

To carry butter and keep it 
in good condition, take two 
tin pails with covers, one to 
set closely inside the other; 
pack the butter in the smallest 
one; wrap a cloth, wrung out 
of cold water, around it, and 
place inside the larger one. If 
wrapped in this manner the 
butter will keep fresh and firm 
even if the air is quite warm. 


To boil eggs;—Drop in boil- 
ing water and_ cook five mi- 
nutes. If you want them hard 


boiled, boil eight minutes. To 
scramble eggs; put a piece of 
butter, about the size of | an 
eRe, in your frying pan, let.

1, The protection and con- 
servation of the grazing re- 
sources of tae Forest Reserve. 

The protection of the 
live stock industry and its  es- 
tablishment on a permanent 
basis through proper care and 
improvement of grazing lands. 

3. The protection of the sett- 
ler, and of those whose long 
use of the range entitles them 
to a preference in such_ use, 
from unfair competition in this 
use. 

To accomplish this object, the 
Department has in view the es- 
tablishment of a system of clas- 
sification of range users, accord- 
ing to their place ‘of residence, 
and the use of hich they have 
previously made of the range, 
and the issuing of permits to 
such users of the range, charg- 
7 for the same a nominal fee, 
which shall reimburse the gov- 
ernment for the experise of “Hd 
ministration and’assist in the 
protection of the range and its 
further improvement. The de- 
tails of this system of permits 
have not as yet been worked 
out, and before promulgating 
the grazing regulations in their 
entirety it is the desire of — the 
Forestry officials to secure the 
co-operation and advice of the 
stock owners who have hereto- 
fore made use of the range with- 
in the Forest Reserves. It is 
felt that the advantages of the 
permit system, under reasonable 
government restrictions, will be 
apparent on due consideration. 
The live stock industry in wes- 
tern Alberta is certain to as- 
sume large proportions, and 
that within a very few years. 
Vast quantities of winter feed 
are available in the lower foot- 
hills and adjacent prairies. The 
number of stock which may be 
handled at a profit is governed 
entirely by the capacity of the 
summer ranye within the Forest 
Reserve, The carrying capacity 
of these ranges naturally has a 
limit. If stocked beyond _ this 
limit, or if the stock on the 
ranye is improperly handled, 
the range is depleted, and the 
natural forage decreases in 
quantity and value, gradually 
the grasses and = other forage 
plants weaken, and the less re 
sistant disappear, the ranye as- 
sumes 4 starved, unhealthy ap 
pearance, and its carrying ca 
pacity shrinks alarminyly. Such 
a range is said to be over yraz 
ed, and a badly over — yrazed 
range requires much time and 
careful treatment before it) can 
again be brought back to nor 
mal conditions. As stated ab 
ove, over-grazing has not — yet 
occurred within the Rocky 
Mountain Reserve, except in 
isolated localities. Experience 
in the States, under similar 
conditions, has shown, howev- 
er, that unregulated use of the 
public range inevitably leads to 
over-grazing and consequent de 
crease in the carryiny Capacity 
of the range, to the preat in 
jury of the interests dependent 
on this range. This over-yraz 
ing does not, as a rule, resull 
from the grazing of stock own 
ed by the settlers living adja 
cent to the Reserve, who are 
dependent on the use of the 
pe kc range for their liveli

visory Boards, who shall be 
consulted by the Forestry oth- 
cials in regard to the proposed 
regulations, and whose advice 
shall be followed whenever _ it 
represents the wishes of the ma- 
jority of the stock owners of 
the region and is not detriment- 
al to the interests of the For- 
estry Reserve.
